Her many biographies tell of her early life in 
many places including the Philippines, as the 
daughter of active, intellectual and peripatetic 
parents. Her academic work included pioneer- 
ing research and publication in behavioral ge- 
netics, Statistics, intelligence, heredity and ge- 
netics. Some was controversial. 


She worked in a world of sometimes unappre- 
ciative and perhaps hostile senior men.’ In a 
situational personal depression, she appears to 
have died by her own hand. 


What was it that she had mastered at age 19 at 
radio station 6BB? We have only the one pho- 
tograph, but we know that the federal govern- 
ment licensed her as a commercial radio opera- 
tor (and maybe an amateur as well). She had to 
pass muster as a radio telegraphist at likely 20 
words a minute in Morse code. She also had to 
pass the radio theory test about radio itself, 
transmission modes such as spark and carrier, 
the appropriate equipment and engineering, and

There were ~80 entries in the log | saw all using 
JT65, though I'll bet it was FT8 that they were 
using. It goes to show you, you'll never know 
when some duct will suddenly open and gift am- 
ateurs with unusual contact opportunities.
